Mr Alexis Kyrou, permanent Greek repre- 
sentative to the United Nations, said in a letter to 
the Secretary General, Mr Trygve Lie, that Greece, 
“in spite of her bitter experience in~ the. past,” 
hoped that her neighbours “and other govern- 
ments,” would adhere to the General Assembly 
resolution passed last November. ; 


The resolution Imposed an 
arms embargo upon Albania and 
Bulgaria until they halted their 
aid to the Greek Communist 
guerilas, urged all nations to 
refrain from any action which 
would assist any group fighting 
the Athens regime and asked 
Albania, Bulgaria and Yugo- 
sluvin to “co-opernto with 
Gieeee in the setilement of their 
differences by peaceful means.”
